If the amendment were approved 
and the bill got to the Senate, its 
chances would be slim in the face 
of a southern filibuster.

Signals From Mars

radio signals "which presum- 
ably originate on Venus" were 
reported today by 
an 
Ohio 


State University radio astrono- 
mer. 


Tha findings were made by 


Dr. John D. Kraus, director of 
the university's radio observa. 
tory. Earlier this month, Dr. 
Kraus reported radio 
signals 


resembling static from terres- 
trial thunderstorms were re- 
ceived from the plant Venus 
—sometimes referred to 
as 


earth's "twin." 


The astronomer said the new 


signals, of a 
distinctly differ- 


ent type, resemble radio tele- 
graph in many ways. 


"What even phenomenin is 


responsible 
for he 
signals 


must be of rather 
complex 


type," Dr. Kraus said. 


This type 
of radio emrnis- 


sion has "many of the char- 


cteristics of signals from a 


terrestrial 
radio 
telegraph 


transmitting station," he said. 


Sufficiently numerous 
and 


varied observations of the sig- 
nals have been made to make 
it appear very likely that they 
do come from Venus, Dr. 
Kraus added.

nce of the Apostle Paul. 


The thrilling experience in 
the 


prison at Philippi (Acts 16), with 
its midnight earthquake and 
its 


opened bars, was but a part 
of 


his actual imprisonment. He was 
a 
prisonr at Rome for a 
long 


period but, considering much 
of 


the brutality -of Roman discipline, 
a 
privileged prisoner, in deten- 


tion in his own house. (Acts 28:16). 


He was 
a prisoner on 
board 


ship, 
on his way to Rome, when 


the shipwreck 
described in Acts 


27 
occurred: and Paul became 


the real 
commander, emerging 


above 
both the captain of 
the 


ship and the 
Roman 
centurion. 


That was the Christian Paul, the 
indomitable 
man of 
the 
free 


spirit. 


But apart from 
actual deten- 


tion, Paul in many ways was not 
a free agent. His course was set 
by persecution, and by the course 
of events. 
It was 
evidence 
of 


the masterful free spirit that 
he 


turned 
everything to advantage 


making the most outwardly dis- 
couraging circumstances the 
oc- 


casions and 
scenes of Christian 


triumph. 


In Ephesus, where a great riot 


raged over 
him and 
his com- 


panions (Acts 19), and in 
Philip- 


pi, where 
he was jailed, strong 


Christian churches 
were estab- 


lished. 
In 
evidence 
are 
the 


Epistles to the Ephesians and the 
Phillippians. Not only do 
these 


Epistles indicate the strength 
of 


the churches were established there 
they mark also the quality of 
the 


Christian disciples. Passages like 
the prayer in Ephesus 3 and pas- 
sages in Phillippians are 
among 


the finest that Paul wrote, 
ex- 


pressing 
the very height 
of 


Christian experience. 


Paul'st conquest through 
the 


freedom 
of the Christian spirit 


over every adversity ought to be 
an example 
and an encourage- 


ment to lesser souls. 


We are all, in a sense, prison- 


ers of 
circumstance, subject 
to 


limitations and frustrations over 
which we have no control, unless 
we abandon 
ourselves to 
them 


and just 
give up. We may 
ex- 


aggerate these adversities; 
they 


may often 
be 
more imagined 


than real. 
But, equally 
often, 


they may be acute and apparent- 
ly 
immovable. Nother but 
de- 


cisions 
and actions of the free 


spirit can turn 
them like Paul's 


adversities, into occasions of 
tri- 


umph, 
",: 


Some of these 
imprisoning cir- 


cumstances 
may be little 
more 


than 
the 
common coin of daily 


life, but they may be none 
the 


less acute. 


We 
are 
familiar 
with 
the 


young woman with an urge 
to 


make a carer for herself, 
kept 


at home 
by family obligations, 


perhaps to an invalid mother; or 
the boy who would like to be out 
on his 
own, doomed * to help 
a 


family that needs him. 


Yet, in such frustrating cir- 


cumstances, young women 
and 


young men 
have often achieved 


a character, and even 
a measure 


of 
happiness,, that others 
who 


foulted all obligations 
have never 


achieved. 


What moved Paul was a

of destiny, a will of God, for
